Jack Holt was asked to determine 
whether 'the Democratic State Com- 
mittee can order a major change Fri- 
day in the method of nominating can- 
didates for offices to which two or 
more persons must be elected. 


Foster Vineyard, chairman of the 


Pulaski county Board of Election 
Commissioners, asked Mr. Holt wheth- 
er a section of the 1939 prcfential 
primary law providing for nomination 
by plurality instead of a majority vote 
in such1' multiple candidates contests- 
was constitutional. 


A 1938 constitutional 
amendment 


provides thai all promary elcclion 
nominations should be by majority 
vote. To carry out this amendment, 
the 1939 legislature passed a pref- 
erential primary law but included in 
it a provision that a mere plurality 
would be sufficient to nominate can- 
didates for an office to which 'two or 
more persons were to be elected—such 
ns state representative. 


Pulaski county elects seven repre- 


sentatives. Past practice has been to 
give party nomination to the seven 
who poll the highest number of votes 
against a field. Officials said seldom 
did all seven nominees oblain a ma- 
joiily vole. 


Mr. Vineyard asked whether a parly 


rule could correct the situation in the 
event that portion of the preferential 
primary law providing for nomina- 
tion by plurality vote should be held 
unconstitutional. 


Change Suggested 


June P. Woolen, veleran member of 


the stale committee and chairman of 
a Rules Subcommittee thai will recom- 
menl changes to the stale committee 
when it meets here suggested last week 
that the situation could be solved by 
making each post a separate contest, as 
is done in electing members of the 
state Supreme Court.

Why Weather Man Gets Gray: 


Weather Is Always What It Is 


By NBA Service 


The United States Weather Bureau 


celebrates its 70lh anniversary Feb. 
fl. And finds that people still beef 
about the weather as loundly as in 
the 70's. 


Army Signal 
Corps 
telegraphers 


started the whole thing when they 
began collecting weather data, and for 
20 years the Bureau was part of the 
national defense. The army wasn't- 
able really to do anything about the 
weather either. 


The Bureau has been in the same 


building .in Washington since 1887, 
but since 1890 it has been under the 
Department of Agriculture. It hasn't 
figured out how to scare up any 
more rain for the farmers, though. 


First of all scientific meteorological 


instruments was an earthenware ves- 
sel devised ,2000 years ago to mea- 
sure rainfall.-' 


Probably the ancient Greeks used 


to take it on picnics; now we call 
the Weather Bureau to find how wet 
we got. 


The first wind vane come soon af- 


ter. And the wind still is blowing. 


Maximum wind velocities arc a pro- 


blem for Ihe Bureau, because when 
the wind is too strong it blows the

cups off the anemometers, which mea- 
sure the air movements. Even the hals 
of Senior Meteorologists 
sometimes

'"BalloOns, to.-measure velocity and 
direction of the wind in Ihe upper air 
are sent up from 102 slalions. The 
French, have sent ballons up 30,000 
meters, taut 25,000 is the* best we can 
do. It doesn'-t make anybody any 
warmer to know it is colder farther 
up, but they feel better about it. 


Meteorologists usually have a bat- 


ting average of 85 to 92 per cent cor- 
recl forecasts. But no meteorologist 
ever headed off a storm. 


The most important single fact for 


meleorologisls lo remember is the 
simplest iiivthe business, weather gen- 
erally moves from west to east. Chief 
trouble is, we .don't know what to 
do with the weather when it gets 
here. 


The Weather Bureau has gone to the 


trouble of proving thai when foxes 
have heavy coals in Ihe fall il does 
not mean a hard winter it just means 
that any fox with heavy fur is in 
good physical condition. Same with 
bees and heavy stores of honey- 
just means they've had a good sum- 
mer—not that the winter 
will 'be 


bad. 
Animals don't know as much 


about the weather as the Weather 
Bureau, and can do still less about it. 
• The annual rainfall at Chcrrapun- 
ji, India, is 428 inches, while the 
best this country can do is 131 inches 
at Glenora, Ore. Death Valley gets 
only 1.45 inches a year. The Bureau 
just can'l do anything for Scotty. 


World high temperature record is 


136 degrees in Tripoli, while Death 
Valley hasn't passed 134 degrees. To 
celebrate the Weather Bureau an- 
niversary in 1933 the thermometer 
went to 66 degrees below zero in 
Yellowstone park. The world cold re- 
cord is 93.6 degrees below zero at 
Verkhowansk, Siberia. Mel/rologists 
burn just as much, coal as anyone 
else. 


Once it rained ll'.-i inches in Campo, 


Calif., in 80 minutes, and in Taylor, 
Texas, 23.1 inches fell on Sept. U 
and 10, 1921. Nobody can do anything 
about weather like that. 


There are about 5000 co-operative 


observers, most of them private in- 
dividuals who like to sludy weather, 
sending in weather data to help the 
Bureau. Weather men get so interest- 
ed in the weather that even if they 
could do something about it, they pro- 
bably wouldn't. 


Richard W. Rightmiro of 
Buffalo, 


N. Y., mentally extracts square, cube 
and fifth roots; gives the sine and 
cosine of all angles to four decimal 
points; cubes any two-digil number; 
gives logarithm of numbers lo seven 
places; and many other mathematical 
marvels, yet has han formal schooling 
wily to the fifth grade.

the extent of an additional 520,000,000 
loan for non-military purposes. The 
legislation also would permit an ad- 
ditional 520,000,000 credit to China. 


In approving additional credits to 


Finland und China the senate com- 
mittcc reported favorably a bill lo in- 
crease by 5100,000,000 Ihe lending au- 
thority of the Import-Export bank. To 
this was attached a provi.son that 
credits granted in the future should not 
.exceed $20,000,000 to any one country. 
The action was taken expressly with 
Finland and China in mind.

ORDINANCE NO. 552 


....An Ordinance For The Prevention 
of Rabies, 
And for The Registrat- 


ion And Licensing Of Dogs. 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY 


COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF HOPE 
ARKANSAS: 


Section 1': No person shall own, keep, 


or possess any dog within the city 
limits of the City of: Hope, Arkansas, 
without complying with this ordinance, 
and any person not complying with 
this ordinance shall be subject to 
fine as herein provided. Any dog here- 
after found in the City of Hope, Ark- 
ansas, in violation of any part of this 
ordinance shall be seized and handl- 
ed and disposed of aa provided in this 
ordinance. 


Section 2: Beginning March 1, 1940, 


every dog kept, owned, possessed or 
.found within the 'city limits of- the 
City of Hope, Arkansas, must be duly 
and regularly vaccinated against rab- 
ies and registered and licensed anc 
must at all-.times wear a metal tag 
issued by the City of Hope, Arkansas, 
attesting such fact; and in case any 
and all of these 'things are not done, 
for any such dog, the dog shall be 
handled as provided under this ordin- 
ance, and the owner thereof shall 
be subject to fine as provided in this 
ordinance. 


Section 3: On or before March 1, 1940 


every dog kept, owned, possessed, or 
found within the city limits of the 
City of Hope, Arkansas, must be vac- 
cinated against rabies and registered 
and licensed by some person for said 
dog, furnishing to the City of Hope, 
Arkansas, a certificate bearing the 
signed approval of the City Physician 
of the City of Hope, Arkansas, and 
which certificate, among other things, 
must attest the fact that the said 
dog cbvered by the said certificate 
has been vaccinated against rabies 
within a period of time and with suf- 
ficient vaccine to carry the immunity 
of said dog to October 1, 1940. When 
said certificate, approved by the City 
Physician of the City of Hope, Ark- 
ansas, is presented to the clerk of 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, with other 
information (such as weight, sex, color, 
markings, and breed of said dog, and 
name and residence of owner), is 
furnished to the said City Clerk of 
the City ot Hope, Arkansas, he will 
issue for each such dog a license 
tag which shall expire on September 
30, 1940. 


Section 4: Any dog brought into the 


City of Hope, Arkansas, for the first 
time after March 1, 1940, shall im- 
mediately be required to be vaccinat- 
ed, registered, and licensed up lo 
September 30, 1940, and then start 
off on October 1, 1940, on the regular 
annual basis as hereinafter set forth 


Section 5: On or before the 1st day 


of October of each arid every year 
hereafter, every dog kept, owned, pos- 
sessed, or found within the City limits 
of the City of Hope, Arkansas, mus 
be annually vaccinated against rabies 
with sufficient vaccine to cai-ry thi 
immunity for one year therefrom, anc 
must be registered and licensed, and 
must at all times bear a metal tag is- 
sued by the City of Hope, Arkansas, 
attesting such fact; and in case any 
and all of these things are not done

Should any person prove 
ownership to the said.dog within the 
said five day period, said person shall 
pay for said dog the sum of fifty 
cents (50c) for each day or fraction 
thereof that the dog has been held by 
the City of Hope, Arkansas, and shall 
likewise have the said dog vaccinated 
with a certificate as herein provided, 
and shall likewise have the dog re- 
gistered and licensed, and shall like- 
wise be subject to fine for failure 
to have complied with this ordinance 
in the first instance. If, in the attempt
